Mother  Says  No . . . 

Warren  Commission: 
Oswald  Killed  JFK 


The  Warren  Commission,  re- 
leasing Sunday  the  results  of  its 
investigation  into  the  slaying  of 
the  late  President  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy, stated  that  accused  assass- 
in Lee  Harvey  Oswald  was  in- 
deed the  murderer. 

THE  VERY  LATEST  he  could 
have  planned  his  attack,  the 
Commission  said,  was  the  morn- 
ing before  the  assassination  last 
Nov.  22.  At  that  time  he  told  a 
a fellow  ernployee  at  the  Texas 
School  book  depository,  Wesley 
Frazier,  that  he  wanted  a lift 
to  the  home  where  his  wife  was 
staying  to  pick  up  some  curtain 
rods. 

Actually  he  picked  up  his  rifle, 
bringing  it  to  work  with  him  the 
day  of  the  assassination.  ^ 

WHILE  THERE  is  no  way  to 
tell  when  he  first  began  to  think 
specifically  of  assassinating  the 
President.”  The  report  reads,  “it 
should  be  noted  that  mention  of 
the  Trade  Mart  as  the  expected 
site  of  the  presidential  luncheon 
appeared  in  the  Dallas  Times 
Herald  on  Nov.  15. 

“Anyone  who  was  familiar 
with  that  area  of  Dallas  would 
have  known  that  the  motorcade 
would  probably  pass  the  Texas 
School  Book  Depository. 

SINCE  OSWALD  began  work- 
ing at  the  Book  Depository  in 
Octolier,  it  does  not  seem  likely 
he*  sought  out  the  job  as  a lair 
for  assassination. 

Also  he  did  not  go  to  the  De- 
pository on  his  own  initiative  but 
was  told  about  the  job  opening 
through  a friend  of  a friend. 

He  had  also  ordered  the  murder 
rifle  in  March  1963  long  before 


the  President  himself  had  decided 
to  visit  Texas. 

American  leaders  and  those 
who  were  involved  in  events  of 
the  assassination  of  President 
Kennedy  were — with  few  excep- 
tions— favorably  impressed  by  the 
thoroughness  and  conclusions  of 
the  Warren  Comission  report. 

NOTABLE  EXCEPTION  was 
mother  of  the  accused  assassin, 
Mrs.  Marguerite  Oswald,  who 
slammed  her  fist  down  on  a 
bound  copy  of  the  Warreii  Com- 
mission report  and  declared: 

“I  can  break  this  whole  thing 
apart — I’m  going  to  make  fools 
of  them.”  She  was  not  specific. 

Robert  Oswald  said  in  a TV 
interview  that  there  is  now  no 
doubt  in  his  mind  that  his  brother, 
Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  was  the  ass- 
assin of  President  Kennedy.

Advises  Elder  Hanks 


Elder  Marion  D.  Hanks  member  of  the  First  Council  of 
Seventy  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
was  the  speaker  at  the  Six  Stake  Fireside  held  at  the  George 
Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse  last  night. 

Elder  Hanks  pointed  out  that  he  wanted  to  affirm  that 
he  has  faith  in  the  people  of  this  land  and  our  generation  of 
of  youth.  , , , i.  , 

He  quoted  Abraham  Lincoln  as  saying:  “Were  destined 
to  live  for  all  time  or  die  by  suicide — not  to  be  conquered 
from  without.”  , , , 

The  question  is  that  of  how  long  will  our  country  last ' 
It  will  last  as  long  as  the  principles  of  the  men  who  founded 
this  country  remain  dominant  .according  to  Elder  Hanks. 

It  seems  that  we  need  guided  people.  This  is  shown  by 
the  facts  that  250,000  babies jire  born  out  of  wedlock;  every 
year  one  million  criminal  abortions  are  performed  each  year; 
and  that  there  over  200,000  reported  cases  of  veneral  diseases 
every  year  in  this  country.  The  fact  that  there  is  great  deal 
of  rootn  for  concern  of  our  youth  was  pointed  out  by  Elder 

We  as  youth,  must  keep  our  virtue,  honor  and  personal 
evaluation  on  a high  level  and  not  give  ourselves  for  nothing. 
Elder  Hanks  said  that  the  advertisements,  plays,  movies, 
books,  etc.,  of  today  are  trying  to  sell  a new  morality  for  the 

He  said  that  we  should  examine,  consider  the  case,  and 
consider  what  we  are  trading  for  their  offers  ,and  then  don  t 
do  it,  when  others  are  trying  to  persuade  us  to  lower  our 

staniterds^ood  ,,gason  for  keeping  our  morality  on  high  levels 
was'  given  by  Abraham  Lincoln,  “When  I do  good— I feel 
good ; when  I'don’t  do  good — I don't  feel  good.” 

In  closing,  Elder  Hanks  stated  that  the  Church  has  one 
standard  of  morality : chastity  outside  the  marriage  bond  and 
complete  loyality  and  fidelity  inside  of  it.  This  needs  no 
changing  and  must  be  preserved.

Presidential  Campaign  Issues 


One  of  the  major  troubles  with  the  1964  presidential 
campaign  is  the  issues. 

They  seem  to  be  scattered  all  over  the  country  and  Presi- 
dent Johnson  and  Senator  Barry  Goldwater  are  not  spelling 
out  any  clear  answers  which  the  voters  can  use  effectively. 

There  are  two  issues  above  all  from  what  has  appeared 
in  the  press : 

First — and  probably  the  most  important  issue  in  any 
campaign — is  which  man  ca  nbest  be  trusted  with  the  presi- 
dency? 

The  Democrats  are  doing  their  best  to  put  forth  the 
image  that  Goldwater  is  to  reckless,  and  that  he  should  not 
be  trusted  with  the  reins  of  government. 

The  Pvepublicans  on  the  other  hand  are  helping  to  keep 
this  issue  alive  for  them  by  insisting,  in  almost  every  major 
speech,  that  Goldwater  is  not  trigger-happy. 

Second — Do  the  people  of  the  U.S.  want  broad  federal 
government  involved  with  the  state  and  many  Federal  pro- 
grams, particularly  programs  for  the  general  welfare? 

Johnson  insists  big  government  is  necessary.  He  reiterat- 
ed this  just  last  week. 

Goldwater  has  built  much  of  his  claim  on  the  presidency 
in  plugging  for  states’  rights.  He  wants  less  federal  govern- 
ment, more  dependence  on  states  and  local  and  communities 
to  do  what’s  needed,  and  less,  not  more  or  broader  welfare 
programs. 

These  are  the  two  main  issues. 

However,  voters  are  getting  bored  listening  to  these 
arguements  because  it  is  hard  to  pin  down  what  either  would 
really  do  as  President. 


Biased  Men 


I am  rather  amazed  at  the 
editorial  in  Thursday’s  Universe 
(Sept.24).  It  makes  one  wonder 
whether  the  author  attended  the 
Bill  Miller  ralb’  or  wrote  from  a 
roommates’  oral  report. 


What  does  the  writer  mean 
that  “we  do  not  need  to  be  re- 
minded of  this  heritage’’  of  ours? 
Bill  Miller  himself  said  that  he 
couldn’t  tell  us  anything  we  did- 
n’t already  know  about  our  Mor- 
mon heritage  in  this  state.  He 
didn’t  try.  But  our  lives  need  a 
sound  thump  from  the  past  as 
I see  the  way  our  letter-of-the-law 
society  operates  at  present. 


This  editorial  criticizes  Miller’s 
generalities  and  requests  concrete 
solutions.  I would  like  to  ask  this 
question:  “How  do  your  answer 
all  the  major  issues  of  the  day  in 
30  minutes  or  so  without  dealing 
in  generalities?’’  The  “standard 
pattern”  he  supposedly  used  was 


the  only  practical  solution  to  the 
problem  of  communicating  in- 
formation to  an  audience  general- 
ly ignorant  of  these  issues!  (This 
audience  showed  its  true  loyalty 
and  interest  by  leaving  even  be- 
fore Miller’s  speech  was  finish- 
ed!)

FLOYD  HUDLOW  chosen  as 
the  back  of  the  game,  grabbed  a 
punt  on  his  31  yard  line,  and  ran 
through  the  Cougar  defense  for 
another  six  points,  and  virtually 
broke  the  game  wide  opert  early 
in  the  second  half. 

The  Cougars  weren’t  able  to 
run  up  much  of  an  offense  in 
second  half,  but  there  were  a few 
players  who  showed  the  spirit  of 
their  team.
